They are transferring their wealth to 
the United States because o f the lafger o p­ 
po rtunity fo r business and pro fit in a co untry 
co mmitted to the pro tective po licy. 
They

TH E FLACK CONSPIRATORS INDICTED. 


A m o n g th e m are th e S h eriff an d VV. F lack , 
K eferee M eek s an d J u d g e M o n ell.

New -York, Sept. 30.—All the co nspira­ 
to rs in the Flack case have been indicted. 
No indictment was fo und against Judge 
Bo o kslaver. 
The indictments are fo r per­ 
jury and co nspiracy, and are against Sheriff 
Flack. William Fiack, Referee Meeks, Mrs. 
Raymo nd and Judge Mo nell. 
At no o n to -day the Grand Jury came into 
the Co urt o f General Sessio ns with the result 
o f their investigatio ns. 
Fo remau Fo sdiek 
read a lo ng presentment, which stated that 
the juro rs had given the case very careful 
co nsideratio n, and had called befo re them 
and examined every perso n who co uld thro w 
any light o n the co nspiracy. 
The jury were 
satisfied that there was a wicked co nspiracj’. 
That such a co nspircy co uld be carried o n 
under co ver o f law was o f great public co n­ 
cern. 
The jury called the attentio n o f 
the 
Legislature 
to 
the 
pernicio us 
syslcnw 
o f 
appo inting 
referees 
to 
take testimo ny in divo rce cases. 
The testi 
mo ny sho uld lie taken by Judges in o pen 
co urt. ^ 
The actio n o f Judge Bo o kstaver, 
while it co uld no t be co nsidered criminal,was 
at least marked by negligence. The jury calls 
attentio n to the system o f filing papers 
divo rce cases and to the pernicio us habit o f 
lawyers allo wing their names lo be us<’d in 
cases o f 
Impo rtance, 
Lawyer 
Wright, 
while 
it 
might 
be said 
he 
intended 
no wro ng, still deserved to be censured. Am 
bro se Mo nell and Jo seph Meeks, the jurv

Wo rkmen were at wo« "!* there at the time. A 
stro ng wind fro m the we« t cafried the fire 
eastward, where it caught the blo ck fro nting 
o n Main-street. 
The Hennessey Mercantile 
Sto re, o ne o f the leading dry go o ds ho uses, 
was so o n o n fire, as well as tho buildings next 
so uth, the First Natio nal Bank, Khanweiler's 
dry go o ds sto re and the Centennial Brewery, 
which were entirely co nsumed. 
On the 
no rth side o f Main street the Barnard blo ck, 
o ppo site the Bo wes building, was burned to 
the gro und. 
Several ho uses west o f it had 
their fro nts badly burned. The flames caught 
the building o f the Bo nner Mercantile Co m­ 
pany o n the no rth-west co rner o f Main and 
Granite-streets and did serio us damage to the 
sto ck 
in 
the 
rear 
end 
next 
the 
Barnard Blo ck, which was increased by 
water. 
The fire department was reinfo rced 
by tbe Alice fire departn*cnt, fro m Walker- 
ville, and the Mo ntana Unio n fire depart­ 
ment fro m So uth Butle. 
The men wo rked 
hero ically and by their effo rts co nfined the 
tire to the dimensio ns given. 
At dark sev­

aw ay for no fault of her ow n, therefore her 
position before society is one w ith which 
that of Mrs. H am ilton is not w orthy of com 
parison. 
N ow com es up another case, in w hich re 
l.tgion steps forward and u.kes precedence 
over marriage and the legal and moral obli 
g allons that it involves. 
R ev. Thom as E 
Butler of N ew J ersey was four years ago a 
priest of the Catholic church. 
A t that time 
he abandoned tbe ministry and cut 
him 
self off from the com m union of his church 
by m arrying a young woman w ith whom he 
had fallen in love. 
Since that tim e the two 
have lived together, the w ife testifies happily 
aud 
without 
discord. 
T w o children have 
l>een born to them and are alive. 
N ow Mr 
Butler abandons his helpless fam ily, leaving 
them w ithout means of support, and returns 
to his church, professing repentance and con 
trition for his escapade. 
He is received with 
open arms, assured of the forg iveness of 
the 
church, 
and 
w ill 
be

m onastery to “ do penance.” 
In due tim e he 
hopes to be restored to the m inistry, and is in 
any event sure of subsistence and shelter, 
provided his affection for his w ife and babies 
docs not g et the mastery over bis piety and 
cause 
him 
to 
return 
to 
them. 
A nd 
the 
church 
Is 
not 
shocked 
by his apolog y: “ I alone am responsible,’ 
he writes, “ for the sacrileg ious cerem ony of 
attem pted marriage and the 
great wrom 
w hich I indicted on an innocent g irl.” 
“ At 
tem pted m arriag e!” T he testim ony shows 
that T hom as E. Butler and Mory Brady were 
married by a Protestant clerg ym an and after­ 
wards by a J ustice of the Peace. 
T his is not 
attem pted marriage; it is leg al, valid mar­ 
riage 
by 
the 
laws 
o f 
N ew-J ersey 
and 
every 
other 
state 
o f 
the 
Union. 
In that 
marriage no w rong 
was 
inflicted on an innocent g irl, for the trans­ 
action was honorable to both. 
T he wrong is 
perpetrated now, when he tries to make re­ 
lig ion an apolog y for the desertion of his w ife 
and children, and shields him self from the 
duties that the state In w hich he lives nnd 
every civil governm ent on earth lays upon 
him by taking refuge behind the doors of the 
church. 
The Catholic church holds divorces in ab­ 
horrence and refuses its sanction to those that 
are permitted by the civil laws.

W l i a t l h e R e p ub l i c a ns o f N e w Y o r k a nd M a s ­ 
s a c h us e t t s D e c l a r e d i n C o nv e nt i o n.

A comparison of the platforms adopted by 
the N ew York and M assachusetts Republican 
conventions yields several interesting results. 
T be Saratoga one is a model of condensation 
and brevity, the Boston one more extended 
and in spots more striking . 
The Tariff. 
T he New Yorkers announce 
with em phasis that they are for the doctrine 
of protection to Am erican industries and to 
Am erican labor. 
T he Massachusetts R epub­ 
licans notify tbe state’s Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives iu Congress that they are expected 
to do three thing s: (1) “ T o use every exertion 
to bring aliout an im m ediate reduction o f the 
surplus revenu e;” (2) “ to urge and support 
a thorough 
aud equitable revision o f the 
tariff so as to adapt the protection w hich it 
affords to chang ed 
business 
connections, 
affecting N ew Eng land industries in com m on 
with those of the rest of the country;” and 
(3) “ to maintain the American system of pro­ 
tection to Am erican industry and Am erican 
labor with w hich the party marched to vie 
torv at the last election, aud which is identi 
ficd with every period of our national pros 
perity." 
That is to say, they hold fast to the 
protective principle, but they do uot regar 
tbe present tariff schedules as som ethin g too 
perfect and too sacred to be touched. 
Quite 
the contrary. 
Civil Service Reform . 
T he N ew Yorker 
announce, again em phasizing the announce 
ineut, that they desire “ the purification and 
elevation of the civil service.” 
T his by it 
self m ig ht be in the nature of a g litterin 
g enerality, but it is coupled with a reaffirms 
tion in its entirety o f the Chicago platform 
of 1888, w hich contained the soundest and 
stiffest reform plank ever adopted by a na 
tional convention. 
The utterance o f the 
M assachusetts 
Republicans 
on 
this 
vit 
topic 
is 
distinct, 
explicit 
and 
ern 
inetitly 
satisfactory. 
A fter 
com 
m ending 
President 
Harrison’s 
strict 
ad 
lterence to the civil service law, his recen 
enlargem ent of its scope, and his appoint 
ments to the com m ission, they bid him go 
ahead. 
“ \Yre assure him ,” they say, “ that 
in every effort to defend, maintain and ex 
tend the law reg ulating the civil service, and 
to root out the e vil.o f patronage from our 
politics, he and his com m issioners w ill re 
ceive the hearty support of the R epublicans 
of Ma ssachusetts, and of her Senators and 
representatives in C ong tess.” 
N ational D efense. 
The New Y ork plat 
form calls, briefly, for “ the rehabilitation of 
the navy.” 
T he M assachusetts one adm on 
isbes the state’s Republican Senators and Rep 
resent itives at W ashing ton to ‘ vote for aud 
support am ple appropriations for the Ameri 
can navy, so that we may secure at once 
powerful fleet to defend tbe A m erican coast 
and the Am erican 
flag, and to be to us 
guarantee of peace w ith all the w orld .” 
The Old Soldiers. 
N ew York says: “ Lib 
eral and equitable pension laws, and a dis­ 
crim inating preference of Union veterans i 
appointm ents to public offices.” W ith propt 
em phasis on the "equitable” and the “ dis 
crim inating ,” this is all right. 
M assachu 
setts says it looks to its members of the na­ 
tional Legislature to “ continue the ju st and 
liberal policy of the g overnm ent tow ard the 
soldiers and sailors w ho defended it in its 
hour of peril.” 
Honest Elections. 
The R epublicans at 
Saratoga declared them selves in favor o f “ 
national election law. to secure the hones 
choice of Representatives in C ong ress.” The 
Republicans at Boston told their Congress 
men to " strive w ithout ceasing to secure 
national election law which shall g ive protec 
tion to the national ballot and to the citizens 
in casting it.” 
Illiteracy. 
T he N ew Yorkers favor “ the 
encourag em ent of popular edueatiou and the 
promotion thereby of national patriotism 
The M assachusetts m en express a hope that 
“ every reasonable and constitutional aid may 
be g iven to education by the powers of the 
nation and the states.” 
The em phasis here is 
on the word “ constitutional."

veution, it will be noticed, says Blair bill 
therein show ing more w isdom than this year 
Dem ocratic and Republican conventions in 
Virginia. 
Foreig n Com m erce. Cue plauk in the Sar 
atog a platform dem ands “ the extension of 
American trade and fostering of Am erican 
shipping 
interests.” 
The 
corresponding 
plunk in the B oston platform calls upon Con 
grc-ss to “ g ive aid to our steamship lines and 
begin the building up of our merchant ma 
riue.” 
T he Liquor Traffic. The N ew Y ork Rt 
publicans content them selves w ith saying 
that they are for “ thoroughly practicable 
temperauce leg islation," and that “ no step 
backward will be taken.” 
The Republicans 
of 
M assachusetts express them selves at 
little more leng th 
and with at least equal 
energy. 
“ We declare,” they say, “ our un 
qualified hostility to the corrupting moral 
and political tyranny of the liquor saloon 
W e insist that every law against it shall be 
maintained and enforced; that no backward 
step shall be taken and that further leg isla 
tion shall be had w henever and w herever it 
can secure further suppression of this terrible 
evil.”

TW O RINGING PLATFORMS. 


W h a t th e R e p u b lic a n s o f New Y ork an il Man- 
■ a c liu s e tlk D e c la re d In Con v e n tio n . 
(From the H artford Courant.l 
A comparison of the platforms adopted by 
the New York and Massachusetts Republican 
conventions yields several interesting results. 
The Saratoga one is a model of condensation 
and brevity, the Boston one more extended 
and in spots more striking. 
The Tariff. 
The New Yorkers announce 
with emphasis that they are for the doctrine 
of protection to American industries and to 
American labor. 
The Massachusetts Repub­ 
licans notify the state’s Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress that they are expected 
to do three things: (1) “ T ouse ever}’exertion 
to bring about an immediate reduction of the 
surplus revenue;” (2) “ to urge and support 
thorough aud equitable revision of the 
tariff so as to adapt the protection which it 
affords to cbaDged 
business 
connections, 
affecting New England industries in common 
with those of the rest of the country;” and 
(3) “ to m aintain the American system of pro­ 
tection to American industry and Americau 
labor with which the party marched to vic­ 
tory at the last election, aud which is identi­ 
fied witli everv period of our national pros­ 
perity.” 
l'hat is to say, they hold fast to the 
protective principle, but they do uot regard 
tlie present tariff schedules as something too 
perfect and too sacred to be touched. 
Quite 
the contrary. 
** 
Civil Service Reform. 
The New Yorkers 
announce, again emphasizing the announce­ 
ment, that they desire “ the purification and 
elevation of the civil service." 
This by it­ 
self m ight be in the nature of a glittering 
generality, but it is coupled with a reaffirma­ 
tion in its entirety of the Chicago platform 
of 1888, which contained the soundest and 
stiffest reform plank ever adopted by a nu- 
iomtl convention. 
The utterance of the

“ We assure him ,” they say, “ that 
in every effort to defend, maintain and ex 
tend the law regulating the civil service, and 
to root out the evil.of patronage from our 
politics, he and his commissioners will re­ 
ceive the hearty support of the Republicans 
of Massachusetts, and of her Senators and 
representatives in Congiess.” 
National Defense. 
The New York plat 
form calls, briefly, for “ the rehabilitation of 
the navy.” 
The Massachusetts one admon 
ishes the state's Republican Senators and Rep­ 
resentatives at W ashington to “ vole for aud 
support ample appropriations for the Ameri­ 
can navy, so that we may secure at once 
powerful fleet to defend the American coast 
und the American flag, and to be to us i 
guarantee of peace with all the world.” 
The Old Soldiers. 
New York says: “ Lib 
eral and equitable pension laws, and a dis­ 
crim inating preference of Union veterans in 
appointm ents to public offices.’’ W ith proper 
emphasis on the “ equitable” and the “ dis­ 
crim inating,” this is all right. 
Massachu 
setts says it looks to its members of the na 
tionol Legislature to “ continue the just and 
liberal policy of the government toward the 
soldiers and sailors who defended it in its 
hour of peril.” 
Honest Elections. 
The Republicans at 
Saratoga declared themselves in favor of “ a 
national election law, to secure the honest 
choice of Representatives in Congress.” The 
Republicans at Boston told their Congress 
men to “ strive without ceasing to secure 
national election law which shall give protec 
tion to the national ballot and to the citizens 
in casting it.” 
Illiteracy. 
The New Yorkers favor “ the 
encouragement of popular education and the 
promotion thereby of national patriotism.’ 
The Massachusetts men express a hope that 
“ every reasonable and constitutional aid may 
be given to education by the powers of the 
nation and the states.” The emphasis here is 
on the word “ constitutional." 
Neither con 
vention, it will be noticed, says Blair bill 
therein showing more w isdom than this year’s 
Democratic and Republican conventions in 
Virginia. 
Foreign Commerce. One plank in the Sar 
atoga platform demands “ the extension of 
American trade and fostering of American 
shipping 
interests.” 
The 
corresponding 
plunk in the Boston platform calls upon Con 
gress to “ give aid to our steamship lines and 
begin the building up of our merchant uia 
rine.” 
The Liquor Traffic. The New York Re 
publicans content themselves with saying 
that they arc for “ thoroughly practicable 
temperance legislation,” and that “ no step 
backward will be taken." 
The Republicans 
of 
Massachusetts express themselves at 
little more length and with at least equal 
energy. 
“ We declare,” they say, “ our un 
qualified hostility to the corrupting moral 
and political tyranny of the liquor saloon 
We insist that every law against it shall be 
maintained and enforced; that no backward 
step .shall be taken and that further legisla 
tion shall be had whenever and wherever 
can secure further suppression of this terrible 
evil.”

crop s, und save themselves to the full enjov 
ment of the cloudless skiesand a p ure aimos 
p here. 
The frequent rains have kep t much 
of the foliage and grasses gre*en, and there 
was but little to remind the observer of Na 
ture's p rep arations for the ap p roach of a lonj 
Northern winter. The streets were filled with 
p romenaders and church goers. 
Many wend 
ed their way to woods and fields and to the 
many high hills in and near this City, which 
are so justly celebrated for the extended 
views obtainable thereon. The air w as so clear 
that objects at a great distauce were brought 
out clear and distinct. 
In the early morning 
hours bicyclers stole out of town with their 
wheels for runs on country roads und canoe 
ists out on the bosom of the Hudson where 
their tiny crafts ap jieared like sp ecks to 
observers on shore. 
The little 
p assenger 
yachts p lying along the Itondout Creek and 
Hudson River were eagerly p atronized. 
Old 
p eop le and children were enabled to take 
long walks without ap p arent fatigue. 
The 
attendance at divine service was large and 
ministers p reached eloquent sermons. Taken 
all in all the delightful weather of yesterday 
made amends for the many unp leasant days 
exp erienced during a Sep tember, which will 
be notable for rain, winds and general clouci- 
ness.

First—The (liseasf is contagious.'’ Op inions may 
differ as to the extent ami virulence of this conta­ 
gious p rincip le, but medical authorities are now 
unaumious in the op inion that dip htheria is commu 
nicable by those suffering fioui it to the well, not 
only during the attack, but for one or two weeks 
after convalescence is established; and the fl-st rule 
must be to sep arate those attacked, so far as p ossi­ 
ble, from the well, both during the height of the dis­ 
ease and for not less than a week after recovery; 
aud those having close caro of the suffer rs 
should, so far as p ossiblc.avnld lieing in close rooms 
with other children, although there is little evidence 
of the disease being communicated in this way. 
Second —There are no drugs known that cun be 
classed as p reventives of the disease, 
and uo 
hygienic rules or p recautions will, for a surety, ward 
it off; but the following suggestions may be of bene­ 
fit, and certainly do no harm ; 
Bee that the cellars, living rooms and outhouses 
are kep t clean and wi olesome us p ossible. Occas. 
sionully fum igate the cellars by burning sulp hur in 
them und the living rooms by burning a mixture of 
tar and turjientine ou a fire above with a few live 
coals. Lastly, as to p reventive drugs, any that from 
I he nature of the disease could be of benefit must l>o 
of an antisep tic or germ-destroying character, and 
p erhap s one-half teasp oouful daily of a mixture 
made by p utting one teasp oonful of Nitrate of 
Chlorate of Potash in a glass of w ater for a child of 
five or S'x years, may be recommended when the 
disease is p revalent in the neighborhood. 
Work on the First Ward sewers is being 
p ublished. 
On d it • The sep arate system of 
sewerage for cities did not have ma ny 
friends 
ap p arently in the International Congress of 
oi Hygiene, for the system— to u t-a -l’ eg o u t—

The road making and wide tire questions 
are still leadiug top ics of conversation in this 
City and throughout Ulster County generally. 
The following is p art of an article by YY'. S. 
Shaler in S crib n er’s Ma g a zin e 
for October, 
which is timely in the p remises: 
“ 1 p rop osein the following p ages to take up 
the most imp ortant ways of commerce, viz., 
the ordinary roads. 
The United States as a 
whole remaius less p rovided with such means 
of communication than any other area of 
equal general culture in the world. 
The dif­ 
ference between the road making motive of 
the New-Englander, accustomed to the strong 
government of the town system, and of 
those from the Virginia group of states, who 
are bred under the weak communal system of 
the County organization, is p erhap s better 
shown in the matter of roadways than in any 
other feature of the social life. 
At the p res­ 
ent time in New-England there is scarcely a 
single toll road, excep t it he where, as in the 
YVhitc Mountains, wavs have been con­ 
structed for p leasure traveling alone. 
On the 
other hand, iu Kentucky and the other states 
which have inherited their theories of life 
from Virginia, there are no good wavs which 
are really the p rop erty of the p ublic.” 
“ Iu most rural districts of the United States 
the common roads are built and maintained 
in the most ignorant and inefficient manner. 
In no other p hase of p ublic duties does the 
American citizen ap p ear to such disadvantage 
as in the construction of roads. 
The voting 
p art of lhe p op ulation is summoned each year 
to give oue or two days to working out the 
road tax. 
The busy p eop le and those who 
are forehanded may p ay their assessment in 
money; hut the most of the p op ulation find 
it mote convenient to attend the annual road- 
making p icnic in p erson. 
Theoretically the 
gangs of men are under the sup ervision of a 
roadmuster. 
More commonly some elder of 
the multitude is by common consent absolved 
from p ersonal labor and made Sup erintendent 
of Op erations.” 
“ Arriving 
011 the ground long after the 
usual time of 
beginning work the road- 
tnak-rs p roceed to discuss the general ques­ 
tion of road-making and other matters of 
p ublic concern until slow-acting conscience 
convinces them that they should !>e about 
iheir task. 
They then with much deliliera 
lion lake the mud out of tiie road side ditches 
if indeed tlie way is ditched at all, aud p ias 
ter the same on the centre of the road. 
A 
p lough is brought into requisition, which de­ 
stroys tlie best p art of the 
10 id, that which 
is p artly grassed and brush-grown, and the 
soft mass is heap ed up in the central p arts of 
the way. 
The sloughs or cradle-holes are 
filled with this material or p erhap s a little 
brush may be cut and heap ed in, making a 
very frail sup p ort for the wheels. 
An hour 
or two is consumed at noon day by lunch and 
a further discussion of p ublic and p rivate af­ 
fairs. 
A little work is done in the afternoon

‘ YVe come now to the typ e of roadway 
which should be constructed wherever the 
culture and condition of tlie country p ermit 
the exp enditure of a considerable amount of 
money on it< main carriageways—a construe 
lion commonly known as the turnp ike,

es-ential feature of all such ways consists in 
the substitution of a comp act mass of stony 
matter in p lace of one of ordinary soil. 
YY hen p rop erly built they so far sp are the 
exp enses ot reconstruction as in many cases 
to he. in the long run, more economical than 
clay roads. 
All macadamized roads should 
be double; on one side covered with stone 
on the other having the ordinary fouttda 
tion of the soil.

fair rep air, it will be p referred by sensible

the subsoil, which, haviug escap ed in the 
main the action of frost, as well us the disor­ 
ganizing effect of roots, is firmer than the 
over soil.

esta of the roadway are sacrificed to the con­ 
venience of the individual who drives up on 
it. 
I liese narrow wheels, with tires often 
not more than an inch in diameter cut like 
knives into the road bed and so deep en the 
ruts 
If we could require that no vehicle 
should have a tire less than an inch and a-half 
in diameter, and that all sp ringless carriages 
should have tires at least two inches in di­ 
ameter, increasing iu width with the burden 
we would secure our ways against a consid­ 
erable p art of tlie evils from which 
suffer,”

W heel* Cut L ike K nive*—Load* on V ehi­ 
cle* aud W idths o f Tire* C onsidered. 


The road making and wide tire questions 
ure still leading topics of convcrsatinq iii this 
City and throughout Ulster County generally. 
The following is part of an article by W. S. 
Shaler in Scribner’» Magazine for October. 
which is timely in the premises; 
"I propose in the follow ing pages to take up 
the most important ways of commerce, tit., 
the ordinary roads. 
The United States as a 
whole remains less provided with such mean* 
of communication than tiny other arca of 
equal general culture in the world, 
l ite dif­ 
ference I>ctween the road making motive of 
the New-Englttnder, accustomed to the strong 
government of the town system, and of 
those from the Virginia group of slates, w ho 
ure bred under the weak communal system of 
Ute County organization, is perhaps latter 
shown in lite matter of roadways than in atty 
other feature of the social life 
At the pres­ 
ent time in New-Eugland there is scarcely a 
single toll road, except it Ik* w here, as itt the 
While Mountain*, wavs have been eon 
siructed for pit satire traveling alone. 
On the 
other hand, in Kentucky and the other states 
which have inherited their theories of life 
front Virginia, there are no g<Kxl ways which 
are really the property of the public." 
"In most rural districts of the United States 
the common roads are built and maintained 
in the most ignorant mid inefficient manner. 
In no other phase of puldic duties does the 
American citizen appear to such disadvantage 
us in the construction of roads. 
The voting 
part of the population is summoned each year 
to give out* or two days to working out the 
road tax. 
Tile busy people and those* who 
tire forehanded may pay their assessment in 
money; but the most of the population find 
it mote convenient to a trend the annual road 
muking picnic in person. 
Theoretically the 
gangs of men are nuder the supervision of a 
roedmaster. 
More commonly some elder of 
the multitude is by common consent absolved 
trout personal Inlier aud made Superintendent 
of Operations.” 
"Arriving on the ground long after the 
usual time of 
beginning work tho road 
makers proceed to discus* the general ques­ 
tion of road making and other matter* of 
public concern until slow-acting conscience 
convinces them that they should Is- atiout 
their (aik. 
They then with much delilxra 
lion take the mud out of the road side ditches 
if indeed the way is ditched ai itll, and pla* 
tor the same on the centre of the road. 
A 
plough is brought into requisition, which de­ 
stroys the best part of the ro id, that which 
i* partly grassed and brush-grown, and the 
soft mass is heaped up itt the central parts of 
the way. 
The sloughs or rradle-holes are 
filled with this material or jx rhaps a little 
brush may lie cut and heaped in, making a

‘ We come now to the type of roadway 
w hich should lie constructed wherever the 
culture aud condition of lite country permit 
the cx|M-ndiPire of a considerable amount of 
money on it* main carriageways—a construe 
lion commonly known as the turnpike. 
The 
e»«cntial feature of all such ways consists in 
the substitution of a compact mas* of stony 
matter In place of ODC of ordinary soil. 
When properly built they so lur sp,re the 
expense** of reconstruction ss in many cases 
Pi Ik*, in the long run, more economical than 
clay roads. 
All macadamized road* should 
be double; on one side covered with stone, 
on the other hiving Un* ordinary founda­ 
tion of the soil, 
lf the soil way is kept in 
fair repair, it w ill Is- preferred by send bl 
teamsters for more than half the year in all 
regions, nod in many section* of the country 
for more than three-fourths of the time. 
Iu 
preparing such a way care should Im- taken 
where |H>Hsiblc to remove the tv hole of the 
soil proper in order to secure a foundation on 
the sulisoil, which, having escaped in the 
main the action of frost, a* well us the clbor 
ganging effect of roots, is firmer than the 
over soil.

It is true that on iii condi- 
tioued and muddy roads a narrow wbeel- 
tread is advantageous for the reason that 
the thick mud has 
less 
extended hold 
when 
it wrtq>* around the felloes and 
spokes; lait with this arrangement the inter­ 
ests of tile roadway are sacrificed to the con­ 
venience of the individual who drives upou 
it. 
These narrow wheels, with tires olten 
not more than an inch in diameter, cut like 
knives into the road bed and so deepen the 
ruts. 
lf we could require tiiat no vehicle 
should have a tire less than an inch and a half 
ut diameter, and that ail spangle** carriages 
should have tires at least two inches in di 
arneter, increasing in width with the burden, 
we would secure our ways against a consid­ 
erable part of Hie evils from which they 
suffer,

The road makiug aud wide tire questions 
are still leadiug topics of c o n v e rs a tio n in this 
City and throughout Ulster County generally. 
The following is part of an article by W. 8. 
Shaler in Scribner's Magazine for October, 
which is timely in the premises: 
“ 1 propose in the following pages to take up 
the most im portant ways of commerce, viz., 
the ordinary roads. 
The United Stales as a 
whole remaius less provided with such means 
of communication than any other area of 
equal general culture in the world. 
The dif­ 
ference between the road-making motive of 
the New-Englander, accustomed to the strong 
government of the town system, and of 
those from the Virginia group of states, who 
are bred under the weak communal system of 
the County organization, is perhaps better 
shown in the matter of roadways than in any 
other feature of the social life. 
At the pres­ 
ent time in New-England there is scarcely a 
single toll road, except it be where, as in the 
W hite Mountains, wavs have been con 
structed for pleasure traveling alone. 
On tlie 
other hand, iu Kentucky and the other states 
which have inherited their theories of lift 
from Virginia, there are no good ways which 
are really tlie property of tlie public." 
“ In most rural districts of the United States 
the common roads are built and maintained 
in the most ignorant and inefficient manner 
In no other phase of public duties does the 
American citizen appear to such disadvantage 
as in the construction of roads. 
The voting 
part of tlie population is summoned each year 
to give oue or two days to working out the 
road tax. 
The busy people and those who 
are forehanded may pay their assessment in 
money; but the most of the population find 
it mote convenient to attend the annual road- 
making picnic in person. 
Theoretically the 
gangs of men tire uuder the supervision of a 
roudmaster. 
More commonly some elder of 
tlie m ultitude is by common consent absolved 
from personal labor und made Superintendent 
of Operations.” 
Arriving on tlie ground long after the 
usual time of 
beginning work the road- 
mak'-rs proceed to discuss the general ques­ 
tion of road-making and other matters of 
public concern until slow-acting conscience 
convinces them that they should lie about 
their task. 
They then with much delibera­ 
tion take the mud out of the road-side ditches 
if indeed the way is ditched at all, and plas 
ter the same on the centre of the road. 
A 
plough is brought into requisition, which de­ 
stroys the best part of the roid, that which 
is partly grassed and brush-grown, and the 
soft mass is heaped up iu the central parts of 
the way. 
Tlie sloughs or crudle-holes are 
tilled with this material or perhaps a little 
brush may be cut and heaped in, making a 
very frail support for the wheels. 
An iiour 
or two is consumed at noon day by lunch and 
a further discussion of public and private af­ 
fairs. 
A little work is done in tiie afternoon 
uDtl at the end of the day tlie road-makiug is 
abandoned until the next year.” 
“ If we take the misapplied expenses of our 
country wavs, if we count at the same time 
the mere social disadvantages which they 
bring to the people, it is probable that the 
sum of road tax in this country is greater 
thau that of our ordinary luxation. 
* * * 
Clay roads can otdy be made into satisfactory 
ways by means of effective drainage. 
Deep 
side ditches are absolutely necessary for such 
roads, nnd the narrower the roadway the 
more effective will be this drainage work.” 
“ To effect any satisfactory solution of the 
difficulties which beset such roads it is nec- 
cessary, however, either to construct an arti­ 
ficial surface of timber or of stone, which is 
always a matter of great cost, or to mingle 
some binding materials with the clay.” * * 
"W e come now to the type of roadway 
which should be constructed wherever the 
culture and condition of the country permit 
tlie expenditure of a considerable amount of 
money on its main carriageways—a construc­ 
tion commonly known as the turnpike. 
The 
essential feature of all such ways consists in 
the substitution of a compact mass of stony 
matter in place of one of ordinary soil". 
When properly built they so far spare the 
expenses ot reconstruction as in many cases 
to tie, in the long run, more economical than 
clay roads. 
All macadamized roads should 
be double; on one side covered with stone, 
on the other having the ordinary founda­ 
tion of the soil. 
If the soil way is kept in 
fair repair, it will be preferred by sensible 
teamsters for more than half the yeur in all 
regions, and iu many sections of the country 
for more than three-fourths of the time. 
Iu 
preparing such a way care should be taken, 
where possible to remove the whole of the 
soil proper in order to secure a foundation on 
the subsoil, which, having escaped in the 
main the action of frost, as well as the disor­ 
ganizing effect of roots, is firmer than the 
over soil. 
Founded on hard-pan or subsoil, 
it is commonly possible to make a tolerably 
permanently road by placing upon the bed a 
layer of trom eight to 12 inches of broken 
limestone, or, what is better, a less thickness 
of 
broken 
shale. 
The 
fragments 
should, 
if 
possible, 
in 
til 
cases, 
be 
of 
a 
somewhat 
limy 
nature, 
for in such materials a process of natural 
cementation goes on whereby the mass soon 
becomes very firm. 
If possible, the inter­ 
spaces should also be filled with powdered or 
fiuely-brokeu limestone, not with sand,which 
usually does not add much to tlie firmness of 
the way. 
Where the underlying layer of soil 
is not very compact, it is in almost all cases 
advantageous to lay a floor of flat stones, like 
a loose pavement, and upon this to place the 
true macadam or broken bits of rock ma­ 
terial.” 
"T lie character of the vehicles which are 
used upon a roadway lias a great influence 
upon its endurance to the beat of the wheels. 
With the same burden a two-wheeled cart 
does far more damage to the road than one of 
four wheels, and this because of the sudden­ 
ness in the rnalion of the wheels and their ir­ 
regular twisting movement in the trackway. 
The greatest defect of our American car­ 
riages is that for a giveD weight of carriage 
and burden the tires of the wheels are ex­ 
tremely narrow. 
It is true that on ill condi­ 
tioned and muddy roads a narrow wheel- 
tread is advantageous for the reason that 
the thick mud has 
less 
extended hold 
when 
it 
wraps around die felloes and 
spokes; but with this arrangement the inter­ 
ests of the roadway are sacrificed to the con­ 
venience of the individual who drives upon 
it. 
These narrow wheels, with tires often 
not more than an inch in diameter, cut like 
knives into the road bed and so deepen the 
ruts. 
If we could require that no vehicle 
should have a tire less than an inch and a-half 
in diameter, and that all springless carriages 
should have tires at least two inches in di­ 
ameter, increasing iu width with the burden, 
we would secure our ways against a consid­ 
erable part of the evils from which they 
suffer,

“ Not how to work out the 
road time with the least possible exertion,”
